that is, wholesalers or jobbers, they endeavored to check 


or combat the tendency to direct dealing between the re 


tailer and the manufacturer, a natural tendency in many 
industries, a proper tendency in many industries—so much 
so that in a great many tndustries the jobber or whole- 
saler has been eliminated, and justly eliminated. But in 
industries like the three that I have named, that. is, 
groceries, jewelry, lumber, and I could add to that dry 


goods and drugs perhaps, where the articles dealt in are 
very numerous—for example, the dry goods trade deals 
in ten thousand different articles, the jewelers’ trade in 
hundreds and like

are familiar. A man will set up an office, usually here 
in New York, and he will solicit the membership of hun- 
dreds ot retailers for so much a year, a fee, we will say, 
of $100 a year, by which the retailer gets the right to 
buy at wholesalers’ prices through that purchasing agent, 
because lumps the orders together from all the re- 
tailers and makes a wholesale job of it. But what is the 
that? The is that the wholesaler is de- 
prived of the profitable part of his business and is left

only the unprofitable part. 

Without going further into the details of that the re- 
sult has been that the jobbers have sought, through their 
trade associations, to check that tendency, usually by the 


method of collective protest to the manufacturer. Now 
when they do that the Sherman Law steps in, so you 
will perceive the first illustration of how the Sherman 
Law has affected trade associations. These merchants 


that they were simply fighting for their exis 
tence; not only that, but an existence which every one 
in that industry, from manufacturer down to consumer, 
to a necessity; but the Department of Jus- 
tice, and justly under the decisions of the Supreme Court, 
says “That will not do. You are violating the provisions 
of the Sherman Law, which says in the plainest language 
that two or more persons who are competitors cannot 
combine together so as to interfere with the free and un- 
disturbed conduct of business by any other man.” 

The Government that collective protests 
manufacturers amount to a covert threat to the 
facturer that if he does not obey that protest, or even 
request, coming as it does from a large number of his 
customers—the wholesalers—that manufacturers will lose 
the patronage of all of those prostestants, his customers. 
The Government says that is a threat. And that is what 
it You can’t get away from it; and accordingly, un- 
der the decisions, as to which there can be no dispute, 
the Government, in those three great cases of the grocers, 
the jewelers and the lumber dealers, instituted prosecu- 
tions under the Sherman Law and broke up that practice 

Now I say the decisions make it perfectly clear that 
that unlawful. They certainly do. The 
the Supreme Court go so far as to say that no matter 
how praiseworthy the purpose, no matter how beneficial 
the result, still it is unlawful. Now I shall not digress 
at this moment, for the time alloted to me here today 1s 
not sufficient for a discussion of the entire subject, to 
consider whether it is sound economy to maintain, as the 
Supreme Court said, that no matter how good the motive

lawful and criminal. Now the language in which the 
Supreme Court said that, I have here. I am afraid I 
haven’t time to read it, but it is worth reading. Just in 
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ove sentence. It is a very important statement. In one 
case the Supreme Court said that a certain course of 


duct which was then under review in that court was 

lawful, and then used these words: 

Whatever the motive or necessity which has induced 
the compact, it is nevertheless unlawful.” 

\nd this, which I will read a little more at length. The 
Court said: 

“It is argued that the main purpose of this agreement 

ig to increase the trade of the parties, to enhance com- 
petition in a larger field and to improve the character ot 
the product, that these being the objects, they are bene- 
ficial to the public as well as to the private parties in- 
terested, lawful in their scope and purpose and justify- 
ine the indirect and partial restraint of trade involved in 
the execution of the agreement then under consideration.” 

The Court, after saying that, said this: 

‘Wider markets and more trade may be the induce- 
ments to such agreements, but they are purposes which 
the Act of Congress does not permit to interfere with 
the freedom of interstate traffic.” 

Now one word more on that point and I will have 
finished that. My effort is to show, as you will perceive, 
the very drastic, comprehensive and uncompromising pro- 
hibition which the Sherman Law interposes to collective 
action of virtually any nature whatever among competi- 
tors. The next quotation is the last that I shall read you 
on that point. 

In one of the very recent decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court, the Court said, 

“Nor can the provisions of this law be evaded by good 
motives. The law has its own measure of right and 
wrong about what it permits or forbids, and the judg- 
ment of the courts cannot be set up against it in a sup- 
posed accommodation of its policy with the good inten- 
tion of the parties and it may be of some good results.” 

in other words, the courts take the Sherman Law as 
they find it as prohibiting practices of that nature. 

I pass on because I realize and have in mind, and do 
not wish to digress unless I am obliged to, the wide- 
spread view that has prevailed since the decision in the 
Tobacco case and the Oil case as to the distinction be- 
tween reasonable and unreasonable restraints of trade. 
There has been such a discussion, both in Congress and 
elsewhere, and the error has existed, mainly because of 
the decisions of the Supreme Court in those cases, that 
reasonable restraints of trade would thereafter be all 
right and unreasonable restraints of trade would not be 
all right. 

Now that is a fiction. That isn’t true, except technical- 
ly. Technically it is true that a reasonable restraint of 
trade is lawful. But it is an academic distinction because, 
so long as the restraint is substantial, so long as it af- 
fects interstate trade directly, so long as it is of any im- 
portance at all, then it is unreasonable. Now I do not 
want to elaborate that more or less subtle thought too 
much, for it will take too much time; but putting it brief- 
ly, if it be the thought that there is any comfort in the 
enunciation by the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Oil and the Tobacco cases of the now famous “rule 
of reason”’—comfort because it would mean that reason- 
able restraints of trade would be all right—I am sorry 
to say that it is not the case. That distinction is purely 
academic. 

At common law the doctrine was that restraints of 
trade which were reasonable were lawful—but they 
weren't restraints of trade. They didn’t regard them as 
restraints. They were only minor things that you never

IDEA OF GOVERNMENT CODE TAKES ROOT. 


Editorial in Issue of May 2 Starts a Number of the 
Plumbers and Inspectors to Thinking. 

The idea of a government plumbing code, as advocated by 
“Domestic Engineering” in an editorial in the issue of May 
2. has already brought an encouraging number of responses 
from master plumbers who believe that it 1s a step in the 
right direction. 

Thomas J. Claffy, of Chicago, president of the American 
Society of Inspectors of Plumbing and Sanitary Engineers, 
writes : 

“Your editorial in May 2nd issue of ‘Domestic Engineering’ 


Vol. LXVII, No 


uutlines a subject of vital interest to every plumber in t 
‘ountry and to every architect, sanitary engineer and plumb. 
ing inspector. This question has been agitated for some time 
by this society, as may be noted from the files of the proceed 
ings of our different conventions. There is wide-spread in- 
terest throughout the country on account of the stand taken 
by this society, and as a result several cities have recent! 
adopted plumbing ordinances that are more nearly up to a 
proper standard than anything that has been attempted for a 
considerable length of time. 

“To me it seems that there should be a better understanding 
of the capacities of plumbing systems insofar as they re- 
late to the size of vent pipes before laying down hard and fast 
rules in the way of ordinances or codes to be adopted as a 
national standard. It is universally known that the ventila- 
tion of plumbing systems is as necessary as the waste pipes 
which carry liquid wastes from buildings. While we wer: 
confined to buildings of six stories in height or less our con 
ception of a proper standard for pipe sizes was reasonably 
ure, but with the advent of the tall building of 20 stories or 
more we find that our calculations have been wrong; that 
our pipe sizes are too small and that we now do not know 
what the size should be. It may require the experiments, tests 
and experiences of a year or more to approximately determine 
a safe standard. This society is working toward such an end 
and it is confidently hoped that something tangible in this 
respect will be available before another year has passed. 

“That a basic national standard of plumbing codes is neces- 
sary will be fully admitted by all those who have had any ex- 
perience in this respect and we trust the good work so put 
forth in your editorial will continue.” 

J. P. King, of Port Washington, Wis., who has been much 
interested in the new Wisconsin state code, believes that a 
National code would be a fine thing. He says: 

“Regarding your suggestion, in “Domestic Engineering” of 
May 2, concerning a government standard sanitary plumbing 
code, I have always held this same opinion. I would like 
to see you keep up the good work, and work for a govern- 
ment code. The Wisconsin state code is not complete, but 
it is all we could get, and it is a good start. 

“The code for first, second and third-class cities is fine— 
fourth-élass cities may adopt the same. This is where the 
code is not fair to some of us, and, therefore, I am for a 
government standard code. We are all Americans here in the 
U.S. A., that is, we should have the same sanitary regulations, 
regardless of where we are located. 

“The fellow in the small town is just as good, and his 
health 1s worth just as much to him, as the other fellow in 
the larger city. We should work for sanitation all the time. 
| believe every good plumber does. It should be ‘sanitation, no 
matter where.’ 

“You undoubtedly will have a great number of replies to 
your call. It is expected that you will publish the stand the 
plumbers have taken at your suggestion. Keep the good 
work going.”

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THE SHERMAN LAW AS AFFECTING TRADE AS- 
SOCIATIONS.

about. lor example, if two men go into business 
tovether as co-partners they restrain trade, because they 
acree to start in business and agree that neither of them 
shall, during the partnership, go into any other business. 
Now that would be a reasonable restraint of trade and so 
ould be lawful. There is no comfort as against the 
drastic, powerful, irresistible force of the Sherman Law, 
to tell a man that reasonable restraints of trade will 
be permitted, when only such restraints are deemed rea- 

sonable, as are wholly unimportant. 
But that is what that means, and these decisions that 
[| have read to you show that those who are not learned 
in the law would surely consider that to be reasonable 
which the law savs has good motives and good results 
But that is not what the Sherman Law provides. With 
out going into a fine-spun legal dissertation about it, | 
will say that all restraints of trade that materially and 
substantially affect interstate commerce are unlawful, in 


spite of the supposed distinction created by the “rule of 


reason.” Now what is the effect of that? Speaking from 
the standpoint of one who learned most about the Sher 


man Law as a Government prosecutor, as | was, and also 


Li 


speaking as one who believes that the Sherman Law has 
done this country an immense amount of good, the good 
far counterbalancing or off-setting the evil, I still say 
that, so far as trade associations are concerned, the Sher- 
man Law is altogether to the bad. 

| shall undertake to show you here today that the Sher- 
man Law, in its inception, at the time of its enactment in 
1890, never had trade associations or anything like them 
even remotely in contemplation. The Sherman Law was 
enacted in the year 1890, after debates that continued 
through three sessions of Congress in which some of the 
ablest statesmen that this country has ever produced par- 
ticipated. In the Senate the senators who really framed 
the Bill were, not Senator Sherman, but Senator [d- 
munds and Senator Hoar. They were able lawyers, as 
indeed Senator Sherman also was. The name was given 
to the Sherman Law because he first conceived the idea 
of the need of such a statute, in obedience to the Na- 
tional Platforms of both parties of the year 1888 calling 
for it, and he first introduced a bill for the purpose; but 
after elaborate consideration, in which he joined and ap 
proved, all of his bill was stricken out except the enact 
ing clause, and the rest was re-written by these very able 
men, But it was designed to mect a different situation 
from that which your association, and merchants gen- 
erally, present. That law was passed to meet a situation 
which had aroused the people of this country to a trem- 
endous pitch of indignation, namely, the existence and 
the growth of the great powerful monopolistic aggrega- 
tions of capital. You will pardon me for using such great 
big words, but it takes great big words to illustrate these 


great amalgamations and combinations. 

In 1890 there existed, notably, the Sugar Trust, the 
Whisky Trust, and, of course, the parent of them all, the 
Standard Oil Trust. They had grown up from the be- 
ginning created by the Standard Oil Trust in 1872, until 
in 1890 they were exceedingly powerful organizations. 
Now that is all that Congress had in mind at that time. 
They meant to strike at and destroy these great com- 
binations, and there was then a greater degree of in- 
dignation than possibly exists today with regard to them. 
For example, and I would perhaps digress slightly to 
show why it was that the intense hostility and hatred

orthern Pacific and the Great Northern; and the Su 


preme Court broke it up and said it was in violation of 
the Sherman Law. That was a verv novel thing to the 


creat trust magnates and managers, especially in the rail 
road field. That was a new thing—to break up a rajl 
road holding company. I digress for a moment there to 
say that I think since that time everybody, even the ral 
road people, have thought it was a good thing to break 
it up, for otherwise all of the railway systems of this 
uintry would have formed holding companies in their 
several centers, and ultimately it was quite feasible, and 
it was predicted, that there would be one large holding 
company to hold them all. That would have been a 
had thing, entirely aside from popular clamor and the 
hostility that it would have aroused. It would have been 
a bad thing, commercially and economically. So the Sher- 
man Law did a good thing in breaking it up, speaking 

from the economic and professional standpoint. 

Now that was another warning to the country to look 
out for the Sherman Law, but they didn’t until 1911, 
when the famous decisions came down in the Oil and 
Tobacco cases, and then no man could doubt; and then 
started all the uproar that has continued for exactly three 

years since. Now that uproar has had a very curious 
Origin and a very curious outcome. On the one hand, 
the great commercial interests were disturbed to see that 
the Sherman Law was a law of most powerful force and 
was going to break up these practices as shown in the 
cases of these great Trusts, and they didn’t like it, 
naturally. 

But on the other hand, the plain people of the country 
set up a mighty clamor, that being the clamor which 
we hear today. They conceived, and it was repeatedly 
tated in Coneress, that the Sherman Law had been 

emasculated and weakened by the decisions of the Su- 
Preme Court in the Oil and the Tobacco cas 
the Court said in those cases that that law must be in- 
terpreted in the “light of reason.” But the Court did

defects in the Sherman Law. The entire tobacco in- 
dustry of this country, except the favored few who were 
within the narrow confines of the Trust itself, went up in 
arms when the Tobacco disintegration decree was en- 
tered, and they were greatly outraged about it: and thev 
represent not less than five millions of people and they 
have many friends. 

Likewise, in the oil industry, there was a great outcry 
that the dissolution of the Trust should have consisted 
lerely in separating the companies from the union which 
had held them together in the shape of a great holding 
company, but leaving the stockholders exactly the same 
as they were before, because, if you will permit me to ex- 











plain that point to you, in the dissolution of both the O1l 








Trust and the Tobacco Trust the cardinal principle that 
the Attorney General then permitted to prevail was that, 
after separating the Trust into various companies, the 
stock in those various companies was apportioned pro 
rata among the stockholders of the parent trust, leaving 
exactly the same stockholders, in exactly the same pro- 
portions as they were before, the owners of these new 
separated businesses and then they were told to go ahead 
and compete. Well, that was ridiculous. 

It followed—I don’t know whether in consequence 0 
that or not—the Attorney General says no and the Trust 
defenders say no, but it is a fact—that the stocks of 
both of those companies immediately arose immensely

in value, and are today much more valuable than they 
were before the Trust was broken up. It is an ex- 
traordinary situation where two mighty combinations like 
the Oil Trust and the Tobacco Trust, after receiving the 
severest castigation at the hands of the Supreme Court, 
both on legal and moral grounds, and being directed to 
be disintegreated, that the owners of that property should 
afterwards find the property worth more than it was be- 
fore. That sounds like Alice in Wonderland.

cause it is a matter of public knowledge that the present 
administration is re-opening the tobacco situation and trv- 
ing to correct the errors that were caused by that unsat 
isfactory disintegration. 

Now [ trust that you won’t think that I am taking too 
much time to elucidate it, because I think it of the first 
importance, of the highest importance, not only from the 
professional or moral or econemic point of view, but from 
the standpoint of trade associations, because merchants 
like yourselves find themselves now enmeshed or drawn 
into this tremendous uproar which is reflected by the 
bills which are pending in Washington, and of which I 
will speak to vou.
